Bell Telephone Schedule Claimed 
to. Be Other Than It 
Seems.

The Bell Telephone company has 
announced its rates, beginning with 
the first of April. It was expected 
that under the pressure of well de­ 
fined and active competition, there 
would be a material reduction in the 
rates given to patrons. There is 
something of a reduction on the face 
of the proposition, but, as is usual 
with this heretofore monopoly, the 
advantages conceded in one direction 
are more than compensated for by 
onerous burdens and restrictions in 
another. The rates as announced are, 
for long distance telephones in busi­ 
ness houses, twenty-four dollars; for 
single line, eighteen dollars for two 
on a line and fifteen dollars for three 
on a line. 
For local telephones, sin­ 
gle line eighteen dollars, and for two 
on a line fifteen dollars. 
Long dis­ 
tance telephones in residences will 
cost eighteen dollars on a single line, 
fifteen dollars for two on a line, and 
twelve dollars for three on a line; for 
local telephones fifteen dolllars for 
a single line and twelve dollars for two 
on a line. 
This is a material concession on 
the face, but when the new rates 
more closely studied it is made to ap­ 
pear that the tariff, taken as a whole, 
is greater than heretofore. It is pro­ 
vided that all who accept the new 
regulations for the local telephones 
are restricted to the use of the wires 
within the corporate limits of Lisbon, 
and all messages to points in the coun­ 
ty outside of Lisbon will cost the sen­ 
der ten cents. It is provided, however, 
that all who are willing to pay the old 
rate will be entitled to the use of the 
wires within the county free, as has 
been the custom heretofore. 
That these new regulations meet 
with a vigorous protest from patrons 
goes without saying. As a matter of 
fact, probably one-half of the 
mes­ 
sages passing through the Lisbon ex­ 
change are to and from outside cities 
and towns, and to impose a tariff of 
IO cents upon each of such messages 
will be not only a grievous burden up­ 
on the patrons, but 
an outrage to 
which 
they will be slow to submit 
Fortunately relief is at hand, and it 
may be 
expected 
that they 
will 
promptly avail themselves of i t Tho 
Columbiana County Telephone com­ 
pany offers a better local service at a 
lower rate, and gives to its patrons 
the use of all the lines in the county 
without extra 
charge. If this new 
system of the Bell Company is to bo 
rigidly enforced they may as well 
prepare to wind up their wires and 
abandon 
the field. Within a year 
they will not have a score of patrons 
la the etty.

(In*!..) “It was a gem,” auld one senator, 
commenting upon Mr. 
Pettus’ splotch, 
“and w ill long stand as one of the best e x ­ 
am ples of senatorial fun making.** 
Ii** referred to th*) ignorance of law 
m anifested 
by 
Mr. Gal linger (N . 
II.) 
T hursday, in q u otin g certain judicial de 
elisions, and then adverted to “tho w onder­ 
ful declamation we had yesterday from the 
orator of the senate,” (Mr.Bevcridge). 
“When you get a genuine orator he is abso­ 
lutely absolved,” said he, “from all rules of 
logic and common sense.” 
He further said in part: 
“ I tell you the M*nior or junior senator from 
Iowa, I don't know which, and the senior or 
junior senator from Maine, I do not know 
which, will have to take some action in refer­ 
ence to that orator. There is no doubt about 
it in the world. | Laughter.] There will have 
to he some caucus on the matter. [Laughter.] 
tell you, Mr. President, these four wise men 
from Maine and Iowa could not devote their 
time, if they want to serve their party well, 
better than to take some consideration of the 
orators in this chamber. [Laughter.] 
“Mr. President, th** Master once had to select 
a man to h ad th*- children of Israel out of 
Egypt and through the wilderness of Canaan.
